SH7RIDAN, Ark.—Loy Vcazcy. 18, 


who lived near Sheridan was killed 
almost instantly Thursday when he 
fell from a log truck driven by M. C. 

A heavy wheel passed over 
his chest and head.

Republicans, flushed by their party's 


victories, appeared Thursday night to 
be getting ready to serve a virtual 
ulti'm'atum on President Roosevelt in 
some such words as these; 


"Veer to the Right, or face two years 


of stalemate in Congress!" 


They expressed confidence that, com- 


bined with Democrats critical of many 
Roosevelt policies, they could block the 
president if he insisted on following 
a "Leftward" course. 


On the other hand, many New Deal- 


ers contended that the election was not 
a repudiation of President Roosevelt's 
"liberal policies" Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes spoke of the possibility of 
Mr. Roosevelt's being drafted for a 
third term drive in the interests of 
continuing the New Deal. 


Returns from Tuesday's 
balloting 


were all but complete. They showed 
that 81 Republican votes had been 
added to that party's roster in the 
house and eight in the senate. One 
house election remained in doubt. 


A Republican in congress said thai 


if the president should insist upon fol- 
lowing an unchanged course, he woulci 
be beaten badly. At the same time 
should the Republicans seek to undo 
major New Deal legislation already 
enacted, the possibility of a presiden- 
tial veto and the necessity of muster- 
ing a two-thirds majority against Mi' 
Roosevelt in both houses faced thi 
conservative forces. 


He thought the "smart tiling" for UK 


president to do would be to "ease ovci 
to the Right and say 'Let's have ai 
era of good feeling for two years. Wi 
can't fight it out until 1940, so let' 
be friendly in the meanwhile.' " Hi 
added that he doubted whether tha 
would satisfy the president's advisors

Complete re-arming and modem- 


zation of the army is under way, each 
nfantryman to carry the Garand semi- 
automatic rifle (100 shots a minute) in- 
stead of the 1903 Springfield (10 shots 
a minute). Tanks, anti-tank guns, and 
diiti -aircraft batteries are being rushed 
nto production, as the United States 
,ias few of any of types. 


Air defense enthusiasts are demand- 


ing an air force three and four times 
the present one, which includes some- 
thing over 3000 army and navy planes. 
They argue that recent European de- 
velopments show that the U. S. Air 
Force is behind the times technically 
and negligible in size. 


The World war made certain that 


anmht-r war will be a "total war." 
That is. every person, every resource, 
every energy, every thought, must be 
concentrated on winning. Everything 
becomes u part of the war machine, no 
opposition, no debate, no private ends, 
no withholding, can be tolerated. 


That is war today, and scarcely 


person doubts it. Measures already 
introduced in the U. S. Congress would 
give the President practically die- 
tutorial power if war comes. Yet little 
objection is heard, for since the World 
war, that is what war means.

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Trade Wars of Dictators Affect All Workingmen 


One of the things that makes it hard for Americans to figure out the right 


kind of foreign policy these days is the fact that they have always been 
great believers in the old virtue of minding their own business. 


A cardinal point in the American creed is the belief that any people has a 


right to the kind of government it chooses, even if that government happens 
to be atrociously bad. So if the Germans, the Russians, the Italians or any 
othei1 people feel like saddling themselves with governments which look like 
holdovers from the era of Genghis Khan, we have never felt called upon to 
do anything about it. 


•Up" to-now, that \vorked fine. For while the world had some fairly brutal 


and reactionary dictatorships in the old days, they 'rn'ostly minded their own 
business too. They did try to grab up such loose bits of Asia and Africa as 
weren't nailed down, to be sure, but since we had no vital interests in thoes 
spots we could afford to be quite unconcerned. 


But the picture now is diferent. The dictatorships are not merely on 


their muscle; they eem to be doing their very best to create the kind of world 
in which only dictatorships can survive. 


First of all, they arm to the teeth—and brandish their arms about as reck- 


lessly as so many drunken two-gun men in a frontier saloon. They regard 
neither treaties nor international law; they openly say they are going to take 
•what they want and that brute force is the only power they respect 
s, ,Yet .thaf *• onl-v a starter. They meddle in the international affairs of 
.ftteif neighbors—meddle constantly, remorselessly and dangerously They or- 
gans, finance-and direct revolutionary movements inside of countries with 
whcib. they are at peace. They try to control the activities of descendants of 
their own emigrants, no matter how far those people may be re'mbved from 
^ homveland- ^ every conceivable way they seek to 
ideas and their own standards on foreign soil

•Insefielcl's new novel,, "Dend Ned" 
Mnchiillen: .52.50). It is tho first half 
)f a two-book yarn of mystery, ndv- 
nture and high seas hell-raising, and 
; ends at such tin agonizingly sus- 
••enseful moment that it is going to 
30 very hard to wait for the second 
ollime. 
Mr. Masefield goes back to the Eng- 


land of a century and a quarter ago 
for his setting, and itracluces a young 
student-doctor who gets wrongfy ac- 
cused of murder. The young man is 
tried, convicted and sentenced to b"e 
hanged . In fact, he actually is hang- 
ed. But that isn't the end of him. 


Hanging in those days was appar- 


ently a fairly slipshod prccdurc. A 
doctor who knew his business not in- 
frequently restore life to a hanged 
man, if hhe could get hold of him 
right' after the cremony: and Mr. Mas- 
field's young hero is so restored. And 
then the fun begins. 


He dare not show his face in Eng- 


land, for if he is recoginized he will 
be taken back and hanged again—this 
time, permanently. 
So he ships for 


'Africa on a slave ship, with the sus- 
picious minions of the law hot on his 
trail, a half-mad murder for a skipper, 
a mutinous crew, and on the horizon 
a still-to-be-solved mystery about a 
civilized Africian tribe tha is trying 
to break up the slave trade. And right 
there this book ends. 


Nobody can tell a tale of this kind 


more persuasively than Mr. Masefield. 
If the sequel is half as good as the 
beginning, the two. books together 
ought to be a three-star special. Here's 
hoping Mr. Masefield hurries up with 
that second volume. 


Bottle Feeding Hottest for Infants If Natural 


Feedift'g Is Possible 


Physcians both in tHis country arid 


abroad are convinced thnt thd refine- 
ment1? of life ami social Comfort "have 
not tended to encourage mothers to 
feed their own babies. Indeed, the 
effects of our most complex civllaznt- 
ion have been to the contrary. 


As fur back as the eighteenth cen- 


tury women of the nobility rind Wo- 
men of fashion hired nurses to take 
care of the baby. In those day^ our 
modern methods of artificaV' feeding 
were unknown. Cow's milk wns riot a 


satisfactory substute for mother's milk. 
If the mother failed to obtain a wet 
nurse, she either had to nurse the 
baby herself or permit the child to 
die. 


Now we have learned so much about 


the feeding of babies that we have 
many alternatives. We not only have 
cow's milk in usable form together 
with feeding bottles and all ot the 
nrtificnl feeding, but also dried milk, 
condensed milk, arttl milk substitutes. 


Most physicians are convinced thnt

the ttitttHer's milk Is satisfactory- 


rirtd'if fllB'efln be persuaded to imdot- 
tnke (he fettling of the child herself, 
Fhysiclatis dre convinced thnt ng ood 
ninny are of the unnecessary deaths, 
of infants could be prevented by get- 
ting more arid more mothers to nurse 
tlieir babies. Here is an example of tbfc 
fact that unlimited funds will not nU 
wi,ys result in the right answer to 
problems in preventive medicine. 


In different parts of Che world tho 


attitude toward this subject varies. 
In certain British cofririlunitlds it WHS 
found that from 75 to 85 per cent of 
mothers were nursing their babies at 
least during the firs^ tow months of 
life. Just ns sootl ns the mother gels 
back to daily Work, howdVdf slie be- 
gins to look forward to the time when 
hehr baby dim be weaned. 


In Edinburg, it was found that 37 


per ceiH of mothers were sill feeding 
their babltfs on the Torteenth dny. 
In another British community it was 
found that (JO per cent of mothers 


were still feeding their babies at three 
.months, but only 35 per cent at the age 
of six months. 


In the Unite*) States, the figures seem 


to vary IH different' parts of the cotth- 
try, depehdlng on the numUer of for- 
eign born in the population, the financ- 
ial status of the person^ concerned, 
mi dothcv factors, 


; Among 20,000 babies listed in the 
infant welfare service Chitngo only 
48 per cent were entirely brefisl frtd 
tlirie months. It seems possible thtit 
•nbotli 20 per cent of babies are nrt- 
ifically fed almost from te day of 
birth. 


The figures from all over the world 


seem to show that breast fed habit's 
i'1-e more free from disease and hnve 
H greater chance of recovery from dis- 
ease than do artifically fed babies. 


Dr. J.C. Spcncc feels that the puo.i- 


tion as to whether or not the mother 
shall nurse her baby is of the utmost 
importance to her mental state. He 
is convinced that there is npsycholb- 
gical as wcl as physical value to the 


nursing process, and that the mother 
.who nurses her own baby has a dis- 
tinct sense of achievement, 'fliert'- 
forc, this process has a definite vnllie 
nl maintaining the mental health ot 
itlib mother.

of a ItVsson by the need of it in the 
world .surrounding us, there could 
surely be no more important lesson 
than this, ot only in our generation 
lias there btcn killing on a large scale, 
in which almost all nations have been 
engaged, but out of nil this welter of 
war and violence there has emergcr a 
hard nnd cynical temper in which 
the destruction of life seems increas- 
ingly carelessly regarded. 


The Jews gave to the world, through 


the Commandments and through the 
early pages of the Old Testament, su- 
preme witness concerning the sacred- 
ness of human life. The Command- 
ment, "Thou shall not kill," was a cod- 
ifying of the teaching of the story o! 
Cai nnnd Abel, with its dramatic em- 
phasis upon the evil, the loss, and the 
consequences of the taking of human 
life. H is appalling to realize that the 
world has .made .so little progress since 
that time in the recognition of human 
rights and human values. 


What is strange, also, is the wide dis- 


crepancy 
between 
the 
life-saving 


forces on the one hand today and the 
lite-destroying forces on the olhe 
hand. What care we take in scientific 
ways to safeguard the lifes of chil- 
dren from earliot infancy! How mucl 
concern we show about the prcvcntioi 
of disease and the lengthening of hu 
man life! And yet, with all that wi 
arc doing by scientific methods am 
in the humanitarian spirit, all thcsi 
saving and upbuilding agencies an 
overwhelmed by the destruction whicl 
continues through war and strife, anc 
the ruthless disregard of human'value 
in the quest of speed, both on 
roads and in industry. 


It is difficult to make our mocler 


America realize that in times of peac 
we have n casuality list from auto 
mobile accidents and other prevent 
able accidents that makes the stalls 
tics of fatality even higher than thos 
in the wars in which America hi! 
been engaged. 


When will the community rcaliz 


these things, and, facing the facts, put 
a proper value upon human life and 
all that safeguards and protects, it 
not only in some few respects, but in 
each and every respect? 


Our lesson, too, emphasizes the fact 


that killing and murder are not sim- 
ply matters of the taking of life. They 
have their roots and their incentives 
in wrong attitudes, in prejudice and 
hate, and in all unbrotherly ways and 
conduct. H is not enough in modern 
society to refrain from killing; we can 
fulfill the .spirit of the Commandment, 
"Thou shall not kill," only as we live 
in positive terms of peace and brother- 
hood, and as we promote in every way 
harmonious relations of man with 
man.

them. But now the rate of increase is 
dizzily speeding up, especially since 
Germany threw off the Versailles re- 
strictions in 1935 and Japan withdrew 
from naval1 limitations in 1936. 
: 


To illustrate this increase, it is es- 


timated that between 1931 and 1937 
worl darmament 
expenses 
jumped 


from four billions a year to ten. 


Today this staggering cost is some 


where between 14 and 18 billions for 
938—estimates vary. 
But it is at 


east six times pro-World war arma- 
nent costs. 


On this precerious and unsound base, 


Surope has built a feverish industrial 
•evival, an illusion of prosperity. 


The failure of disarmament is one of 
he great tragedies that followed the 
World war. Defeated Germany and 
Austria-Hungary were disarmed and 
ordered to stay so. The victorious Al- 
ies promoted to follow. 


But Russia, the new socialist state, 


grew rapidly into a militarism be- 
yond anything Czarist Russia had 
Ireamcd of. Forced to organize great 
armies to defend itself after the revo- 
ution, the Bolshevik regime soon 
found that a great army fitted in with 
ts plans for education and co-ordinn- 
.io nof the masses. Today it has po- 
tential reserves of 19,000,000 men, the 
world's largest ai rand tank forces, and 
spends more than $5,000,000,000 a year 
(almost five times the U. S. cost) on 
arms, 


France saw, in maintaining military 


strength, her best chance to keep on 
top in Europe, and never disarmed 
after the wsr to any extent. Britain 
lagged, but the rise of a new mil- 
itary power in Fascist Italy kept the 
total mounting. New nations like 
Poland and Czechoslovakia, and re- 
vamped countries like Turkey, Hun- 
gary and Yugoslavia sought prestige 
and security in military strength. 


Then when Germany cast off the 


treaty restrictions and leaped with a 
rush back to her old military prom- 
inence, all bounds were broken. In 
the Czech crisis, 2,000,000 soldiers of 
three countries stood to arms in mere 
preliminary mobilizations. 


The naval rivalry between Grea' 


Britain and Germany was one of the 
causes of the World war. The German 
navy was scuttled in 1919. Britain had! 
no rival at sea, because the United 
States fleet, (roughly her equal, was 
not considered a rival. 


At Washington in 1921, at Geneva 


and Rome, and at London in 1930, ef- 
fort after effort was made to keep the 
international naval race within bounds. 
Britain an dthe United States made 
real sacrifices in ships built, building, 
and projected, to hold down thois race. 
But none of the plans brought a per- 
manent solution. 


One by one the limitations went by 


the boards, and today the way is wide 
open toward unrestricted naval arm- 
aments. Tile recent development of 
the fleets of the air into more than a 
mere auxiliary to land and naval 
forces, into a striking force of its own 
which many believe might be decisive, 
has put a new face on the whole prob- 
lem. 


The United States faces a differenjt 


arms problem in 1938 than she has ever 
faced before . In the past, dominance 
of the friendly British fleet in the At- 
lantic had been considered so great 
that the United States could concen- 
trate much of its naval force in the 
Pacific. Now it is believed that con- 
ditions require a strong force in both 
oceans, especially since the Panama 
-anal might be so readily closed by an 
air attack. 


For the first time, continental United 


States has become a possible target 
"or air attack, and for the first time 
American cities begin to demand some- 
hing of the defensive measures Europe 
mows too well. 


Twenty years after the World war, 


the United States finds itself forced to 
ouild defenses on a scale unimagined. 
Mot only military defenses against a 
world madly rearming, but other de- 
fenses. Defenses against foreign total- 
itarian schemes which aggressively 
seek a foothold in the place that has 
proudly called itself "The Land of the 
Free." Defenses against economic ag- 
gression and diplomatic chiseling. And 
finally, defense of the .greatest re- 
maining stronghold of the idea that 
government must be not only "of the 
people," and "for the people," but 
actually "by the people."

He cautioned the Republicans who 
were elected on Tuesday to "show 
some restraint," saying they had not 
been "commissioned to tear the hell 
out of everything in sight." 


Many believed the result depended 


upon Mr. Roosevelt's own interpreta- 
tion Of what the election meant, and 
his own decision as to what course he 
would follow. He could seek com- 
promise and co-operation, or fight it 
out for two years.
